For at least the next three years, 
Pajitnov will be an employee of Bullet- 
Proof Software, the Redmond, Wash- 
ington, company that specializes In 
puzzle-oriented Nintendo games such 
as Pipe Dream. It took about a year of 


One night in 1987, while 
watching TV, lowa City artist 
_< Dave Morice tried to carve his 
wife's portrait into an old wooden nick- 
el. Thus began one of the oddest art 
projects ever launched anywhere. 

Morice began carrying around a 
supply of custom-made wooden nick- 
els. He asked everyone he met—friends 
and strangers—to create a drawing on 
one side and sign the other. Most folks 
participated enthusiastically, and soon 
Morice started sending nickels to 
celebrities. 

The “Wooden Nickel Art Project” 
now includes more than 500 nickels. 
Morice’s collection includes elaborate 
color drawings by Donna Summer and 
Federico Fellini; self-portraits by Ringo 
Starr, Robert De Niro, and Father Guido 


Sarducci; and inspirational messages from Isaac Asimov, Jane 
Pauley, and Jim Belushi. George Bush merely signed his nickel, 
but Barbara Bush sketched a basket of flowers. And Charles 
Manson found time to send two somewhat frightening self- 


negotiations for Bullet-Proof to get Pajit- 
nov to the United States. “Probably | 
would be interested to live here perma- 
nently,” says Pajitnov, but for now he’s 
content to remain a Soviet citizen. 
Pajitnov will be working on a num- 
ber of intriguing projects during his stay. 
Probably the most 
eagerly awaited of 
them is Super Tetris, 
which is being worked 
on by two other devel- 
opment teams in addi- 
tion to Pajitnov’s. He 
seems to welcome the 
collaboration: “lama 
little tired of Tetris, but 
it's still interesting for 
players.” 

Pajitnov is more 
enthusiastic about a 
computer strategy 
game he’s had pub- 
lished in Japan called 
Knight Move. “It’s not 

the programmer warns. 


a chess game,” 
“| just exploited the chessboard and the 
knight's movement pattern. It’s a won- 


derful thing.” Spectrum Holobyte will 
likely publish a version of Knight Move in 
the U.S. in 1992.

nik” can be found in Webster’s Third New International Dictio- 


nary. The longest palindrome living in collegiate-size 
dictionaries is “Malayalam,” the 9-letter name of a Tamil- 
like language from which we get the word “teak.” 

When it comes to international competition, though, 
even “tattarrattat” comes up woefully short. Finland can 
boast of “saippuakivikauppias,” a word for a person who 
deals in lye. At 19 letters, this palindrome beats the best we 
have to offer by a cool 58 percent. It may be time for the 
staff of the OED to start scanning Finnegans Wake for more 
sound effects. 

Palindromic place names include Kanakanak, a town 
near Dillingham in Alaska, and the Wassamassaw Swamp in 
South Carolina, which appears on a 1920 U.S. Geological 
Survey map. Serendipity and the Post Office’s abbreviation 
scheme are responsible for the addition of “Apollo, PA” to 
our list, but the palindromic spelling of the name “Adaven, 
Nevada” surely was not an accident. 

Palindromes also grace commercial products. S bre: 
such as the Honda Civic, the magazine Elle, and the deodor- 
ant Mum, are probably palindromic only incidentally. Oth- 
ers, like the silver polish Noxon and the cosmetic line Aziza, 
were probably chosen at least in part for their reversibility. 
Skoob Books, in London, seems to have been named primar- 
ily for its wordplay, and only a palindromophilic marketer 
could have decided to call a brand of baking oven the Piz- 
zazzip. 

Since 1851, the winner for both Best Commercial

Name and Most Amazing Accidental Palindrome Ever has 
been the Yreka Bakery in Yreka, California. Its name was 
recently extended to the less elegant (though more accurate) 
“Yreka Bakery Cafe,” but the owner has shown that his heart 
is still in the right place by dubbing the cafe’s 1957 Cadillac 
El Dorado the “Yreka Bakery race car.” His landlady, who 
sells yarn work next door, knows a good idea when she sees 
it. Her shop is called the Yrella Gallery. 

There are many palindromic first names (“Otto,” “Han- 
nah”) but very few full names that reverse. Former Burmese 
leader U Nu and former Cambodian leader Lon Nol are two 
exceptions, but top marks must go to Revilo P. Oliver, a clas- 
sics professor (now professor emeritus) at the University of 
Illinois. Not surprisingly, “Revilo” is an invented name. But 
very surprisingly, this name has been passed from father to 
son to grandson, so that Prof. Oliver is in fact the third 
Revilo P. Oliver. 

Palindromic words have been around since written lan- 
guage itself, but the invention of the palindromic sentence is 
generally credited to Sotades, a Roman satirist, who lived 
about 250 B.C. Sotades made the huge mistake of lampoon- 
ing Ptolemy II Philadelphus, and as reward for his wit was 
stuffed inside a lead chest and thrown into the sea. 

Only a few ancient palindromes are still known. One 
that was popular among Roman lawyers is Si nummi immunis, 
meaning “If you pay (me), you will go free.” Another is the 
word square 


ROTAS 
OPERA 
TENET 
AREPO 
SATOR 


which dates from at least A.D. 79. Its message can be read 
both horizontally and vertically, and it translates roughly as 
“Arepo the sower guides the wheels at work” or, metaphori- 
cally, “God controls the universe.” 

John Taylor (1580-1653) is the author of the first palin- 
dromic sentence known to have been composed in English, 
“Lewd did I live & evil did I dwel.” “Dwel” is now spelled 
differently, and he cheats a bit by using an ampersand for the 
non-reversible word “and,” but this is still an excellent piece 
of work. 


Perhaps the best-known 
palindromic sentence is 
“Madam, I’m Adam,” 
mankind’s first pickup line. 

The short-but-sweet reply 

was, of course, “Eve.” “Able 

was | ere I saw Elba” is a 

popular palindrome attribut- 

ed to Napoleon. Luckily, his 

command of English exceed- 

ed his ability to foresee his 

second exile, or we would 

now be stuck with the 

exceedingly limp “Able was I 

ere I saw St. Helena.” The 

last of the Big Three is “A 

man, a plan, a canal—Panama” by the British palindromist 
Leigh Mercer. Many think it the finest palindrome ever 
composed. 

There are a few lesser-known sentences of excellent 
quality. Dmitri Borgmann, in his book Language on Vacation, 
lists “Pa’s a sap” and its interesting relative “Ma is as selfless 
as I am.” He also gives “Was it a car or a cat I saw?” and the 
historically accurate “Taft: fat.” 

Howard Bergerson, in Palindromes and Anagrams, notes 
some gems from Mercer’s collection, including the double 
electoral palindrome “Rise to vote, Sir. Name now one man” 
and the pedagogically precise “Sums are not set as a test on 
Erasmus” (translation: “Arithmetic problems aren’t used to 
test a student’s knowledge of a Renaissance writer.”). An 
eco-disaster might someday make “Niagara, O roar again!” 
appropriate, and we cannot leave out J.A. Lindon’s classic 
“Dennis and Edna sinned,” the model for so many really- 
long, really-boring palindromes (“Dennis, Nell, Edna, and 
Ellen sinned,” “Dennis, Nell, Edna, Leon, Noel, and Ellen 
sinned,” etc.). 

The prize for the longest interesting and reasonably sensi- 
ble palindrome may go to writer Alastair Reid for this trea- 
sure: “T. Eliot, top bard, notes putrid tang emanating, is sad. 
I’d assign it a name: ‘Gnat-dirt upset on drab pot toilet.” 

Instead of reversing letters, we can reverse words. For 
example: 

¢So patient a doctor to doctor a patient so. 

eGirl, bathing on Bikini, eyeing boy, finds boy eyeing 


bikini on bathing girl. 

eOdd men in drag may 
drag in men. Odd! 

A whimsical variation is 
the so-called plaindrome, a 
labor-saving invention of Jef 
Raskin that keeps the tortured 
syntax so enjoyed by readers 
of palindromes, but removes 


the onerous requirement of 
reversibility. Two examples 


should suffice: 

eStella, Otis deified Satan 
and Edna. 

eMoney-man I, an Adam, 
not even a doom. 

In 1971, Guinness reported that the longest palindromic 
composition contained 242 letters. Ten years later, the 
record had leaped to 11,125 letters. The company stopped 
reporting the record in 1981, but, appropriately enough, has 
restored it to the 1991 edition, where we learn that Edward 
Benbow has created a palindrome of 100,000 words. Given 
the suspicious roundness of this number, it seems quite possi- 
ble that Guinness just glanced at the thing and said, “Yeah, 
sounds about right.” 

In 1986, Lawrence Levine wrote a 31,594-word palin- 
dromic novel called Dr. Awkward & Olson in Oslo. The 
author, describing his book in the journal Word Ways, called 
it “a modern morality play in the form of a detective-chase 
novel.” Its protagonists are the inept private eye Sam X. 
Xmas and his ladylove Mabel E. Bam. In a review, the Los 
Angeles Times commented: “We defy any reader to try to read 
more than a few pages of the output, but we salute Levine 
for his chutzpah in tackling the project. The world needs 
more Levines—playful eccentrics determined to scale the 
heights where no one has gone before, even if getting there 
isn’t much of an accomplishment.” 

I couldn’t have said it better myself.
